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the existance of several ser- 
ious rifts, in the Wilmington 
Housing Authority have been! 
revealed by the resignation of| 
Robert B, Michelson as Direc- 
tor of the Housing Authority 
and Director of Urban Renewal 
last weekend. 

Michelson, who has been hold- 
ing down three positions, re- 
signed in individually addres- 
sed letters to the members of 
the authority. No action has 
yet been taken on his resigna- 
tion. 

Michelson was Director of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 


Veterans Housing Project. Old 
Age Housing Project, and Urban 
Renewal. He was serving with- 
out pay in the last named pro- 
ject, and receives $125 a week 
in the Old Age Housing project 
a position which is to contin- 
ue until next November, 
Federal Housing officials 
have allocated $100 a week for 
pay for the Dire: tor of Urban 
Renewal, but have stipulated 
that the Director must spend 
90% of his time on such a job. 
The first signs of the rift 
apgeared when William Agreea- 
ble Smith, Chairman of the 
Housing Authority attempted to 
have Michelson receive some 
pay for his work on Urban Re- 
newal. 


According to Smith the other 


members of the Authority ob- 
jected, 

Smith has also stated that 
‘This probably kills Urban re- 
newal in Wilmington’ and ‘I 
am sorry now that I interfer- 
ed with the original plans to 
have an independent Urban Re- 
newal Project - there is too 
much petty politics among the 
members of the WHA’ 

He characterizes the efforts 
of the other members ( or some 
of them) as being attempts to 
have their ‘favorites’ appoint 
ed to positions within the WHA 
and revealed that one member 
nominated a resident of West- 
ern Wilmington for Director of 
the Old Age Housing Project - 
a person, according to Smith 
who ‘is totally incapable of 
running a project such as 
this - a very nice fellow, but 
aman who hasn’t got what it 
takes’. 

One Month 
According to Smith, the Dir- 
ector of the Urban Renewal 
Project is required to submit 
to the Federal Authorities, 
at the end of one month, the 
Six Month Report of Progress. | 
He doubts very much that the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
will be able to get a quali-| 
fied man who can have the re-| 
port ready in time, even if bal 
one month’s extension is grant 
ed, Smith stated that he knew 
of no one in Wilmington who is 
qalified ‘in spite of the 
fact that some other members 
have candidates for the post’ 

Offered to Resign 
Smith also revealed that he 
had tendered his resignation 
to the other members of the 
Aithority, but that it was not 
accepted. He was not the only

Weather 

No Drought as yet. Last year 
at this time people were look- 
ing for rain, in September 
they were practically praying 
for it, but so far this year 
we have as yet to notice any 
appreciable drop in water le- 
vel. 

Since the first of November 
the town has had a total of 
44.61 inches of rain, or more 
than it generally gets in one 
year. Our yearly average is 
between 39 and 40 inches. 

In spite of all our rainfall 
we note that there are plenty 
of lawns being watered daily. 
In many cases of course, it is 
because the loam under the 
lawn is too thick. 

But there are enough places 
where the lawns do not have to 
be watered, and the results 
show in the amount of water 
being pumped. A year ago in

July the average was over one 
million gallons of water per 
day. This July the average was 
only 858,000 gallons. 

The advent of AVCO has chang- 
ed this however. Water con- 
sumption has jumped about 200, 
000 gallons a day in the past 
couple of weeks, mainly attri- 
butable to AVCO. The jump in 
consumption is from Monday to 
Friday, but not Saturday and 
Sunday, which is why we say 
it is AVOO water.

Records of the Town Sanitar- 
ian show that the bacteria 
count at Silver Lake, this 
summer flunctuated directly in 
Proportion to the temperature 
during this summer, 

It was the first time in 
Board of Health records that 
such a change was noticed. 

The count of coliform bacter- 
ia rose sharply after a hot 
weekend, on three occasions, 
the first being after the 4th 
of July weekend, the second 
being the next weekend, and 
the ‘third being the weekend in 
the first week in August, In 
each case the count reached 
3500 coliform per cubic centi- 
meter, a high count. 

In each case the count drop- 
ped rapidly, indicating to the 
Health officials that there is 
a rapid change of water in Sil 
ver Lake, 

The count on August 12th was 
very low, being only 330 coli- 
form per cubic centimeter.
